The subject matters of claims 1-5 , 7-24, 28-34 do not appear to involve an inventive step 
according to documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Utilizing technology that performs decoding and 
password protection generating a password key for each category described in document 2 to a 
copyright protection system that decodes content based on invahdated data of the device key 
described in document 1 is easy for a person skilled in the art. 

The subject matters of claims 6, 25-27 do not appear to involve an inventive step according 
to documents 1 and 2 and 3 (paragraph [0025], [0028]-[0033], [0054]-[0067], figs. 1,2, 7) cited in^ 
the ISR. Technology that decodes and performs multiple password protection of data that uses a key 
managed by each category is described in document 3 and was common technology even before this 
invention's application. Further, the utilizing of technology that performs decoding and password 
protection generating a password key for each category described in document 2 to a copyright 
protection system that decodes content based on invalidated data of the device key described in 
document I is easy for a person skilled in ihe art.
